That is to say, money isn't worth 


very much because goods automati- 
cally price themselves higher to 
make adjustment for a flush nation 
of free-spenders. 


There is a certain amount of 


sucker in every one of us. and so 
we imagine we can beat the game. 
But it's no more possible to have 
lots of free government money in 
circulation 
and 
the same 
time- 


have moderate prices on 
Roods 


than it is possible to beat a slot- 
machine. 


America still has a long way to 


go to put the national economy in 
Older after the chaos of war. But 
it.'s 
a job that has to be done. 


You don't believe, any more than 
1 do, that a government which is 
Riving money to one out of every 
six grown people will have any 
luck controlling prices by law—for 
our inflation is due primarily lo 
governmental action in the 
first 


place, and that's what ought to be 
remedied here and now.

by Dewey and Warren.
